THE KINGDOM REIGN OF CHRIST

The Kingdom Reign of Christ , often called the 
Millennium, is, of course, still future, but even this 
dispensation will commence with a clear indication that our 
Lord’s beneficent reign will not change the unregenerate 
heart. Man is still a failure. 

This will be evident from the fact that to put the 
rebellion down our Lord will have to “break” the nations 
“with a rod of iron” and “dash them in pieces like a potter’s 
vessel” (Psa.2:9). Indeed, He will have to “rule them with a 
rod of iron” (Rev.2:27). It is not strange, then, that we read 
in Revelation 20:7-9:

“And shall go out to deceive the nations which are in 
the four quarters of the earth, Gog and Magog, to gather 
them together to battle: the number of whom is as the sand 
of the sea. 

“And they went up on the breadth of the earth, and 
compassed the camp of the saints about, and the beloved 
city: and fire came down from God out of heaven, and 
devoured them.” 

This final rebellion is followed by the casting of Satan 
and all unbelievers into the lake of fire and the bringing 
in of the new heavens and the new earth in which all 
the reconciled find their all in Christ (Rev. 20:10-21:1; 
Eph. 1:9,10; Col. 1:19,20). It is interesting and instructive to 
see in the book of Revelation how the Lamb slain occupies 
the center of the glory of the universe. Not one saint from 
any age will ever boast of his own righteousness in that 
day. All will acknowledge their own unworthiness and 
proclaim the praises of the One who died that they might 
live and be justified and gloried. And even the unsaved 
and all demons and angels will acknowledge Jesus as Lord 
in that day. Because He humbled Himself and submitted 
Himself to “even the death of the cross... God also hath 
highly exalted Him, and given Him a name which is above 
every name: 

“THAT AT THE NAME OF JESUS EVERY KNEE 
SHOULD BOW, OF THINGS IN HEAVEN, AND THINGS 
IN EARTH, AND THINGS UNDER THE EARTH; 

“AND THAT EVERY TONGUE SHOULD CONFESS 
THAT JESUS CHRIST IS LORD, TO THE GLORY OF 
GOD THE FATHER” (Phil.2:8-ll).

Howdy Folks! In a few 
days we will be welcoming 
in the New Year! Are you 
ready? We think a good 
slogan for the coming 
365 days should be “Keep 
Bracken Clean in 2013”! 
According to the 2010 
Census, Bracken County 
has 8,618 citizens and with 
everyone working toward 
the same goal, we can make 
it happen! As a community, 
we need to develop a strong 
sense of pride in our home 
and show the world that we 
LOVE our Bracken County 
homes! Let’s roll up our 
sleeves and resolve to ‘keep 
Bracken County clean in 
2013’! 

As many of you know, 
we recently had nine roll-offs 
in the county for folks to use 
for cleaning up around the 
farm and homes. Those nine 
roll-offs contained 48.1 tons 
of trash and unfortunately 
39 tires. Mason County 
Landfill requires that tires 
not be put into the roll-offs 
because tires cannot be land 
filled and must be picked out 
of the trash once it is dumped 
in the landfill. We don’t 
want tires in the dumpsters 
because we have to pay for 
them twice! Once as part of 
the overall weight of the roll¬ 
off and then again separate 
tire disposal fees, so those 39 
tires cost $56 in tire disposal 
fees, plus their weight in the 
tonnage fees! Sometime in 
the spring, the roll-offs will 
be brought back to use up 
the remaining $4,600 of the 
initial $7500 Grant obtained 
by Mrs. Donna Rath, 
Administrative Secretary 
for the Bracken County 
Soil Conservation District. 
Please follow the rules as set 
forth by the Mason County 
Landfill because that allows 
us to spend more on actual

Recycling in Bracken 
County is going well, but 
again, not all residents recycle 
and we still struggle with the 
items thrown in the trailers 
for recycling. It looks like the 
total poundage of recycling 
material to the Mason County 
Recycling Center will be 
around 287,500 pounds for 
2012. This number is down 
somewhat from 2011, but we 
hope to rebound next year. 
Since we became Solid Waste 
Coordinator for Bracken 
County in 2004, we have 
delivered 2,348,000 pounds 
of recycling to the center and 
everyone can give themselves 
a collective pat on the back 
for that! An excellent New 
Year’s resolution would be 
to develop the good habit of 
recycling in the home and 
office! 

This past year 173 miles 
of roads were cleaned by 
various non-profit groups in 
the county which expended 
the $17,553 Litter Abatement 
Grant for 2012. Atotalof644 
bags of trash were picked up 
with roughly another 12,880 
pounds being disposed. Just 
think about that! 12,880 
pounds were picked up, 
one piece at a time! Sadly, 
many of the roadways that 
were just cleaned are already 
littered with cans, bottles and 
fast food bags! What if all 
those pieces of litter were 
left to accumulate over the 
years? Wouldn’t that be a 
sad sight and how unhealthy 
for Mother Earth! 

As the New Year rolls 
around, we always reflect on 
the past and contemplate the 
future. We can’t bring back 
the past, or change it, but we 
can learn from the past and 
resolve to do better with the 
days that we have left! Like 
so many of you, our family 
was deeply saddened and 
forever changed by the death 
of a loved one, but we have 
learned to be grateful for the 
past and to live each day as 
the ‘present’ that God meant 
it to be!

Volunteers needed to assist children 
in foster care in Northern Kentucky 

Citizen Foster Care Review Boards reviews cases, 
makes recommendations on behalf of children 


Citizen Foster Care 
Review Boards that serve 
Bracken, Campbell, Ken¬ 
ton and Mason counties are 
seeking volunteers to make 
a difference in the lives of 
local children in foster care. 
Volunteers are needed to re¬ 
view cases of children placed 
in foster care because of de¬ 
pendency, neglect and abuse 
to ensure these children are 
placed in safe, permanent 
homes as quickly as possible. 
Volunteers are not required 
to reside in the county where 
a board meets. 

The Kentucky Gen¬ 
eral Assembly created the 
Citizen Foster Care Review 
Board, or CFCRB, in 1982 
as a way to decrease the time 
children spend in foster care. 
CFCRB volunteers review 
Cabinet for Health and Fam¬ 
ily Services files on children 
placed in out-of-home care 
and work with the cabinet 
and courts on behalf of the 
state’s foster children. The 
volunteer reviewers help en¬ 
sure that children receive the 
necessary services while in 
foster care and are ultimately 
placed in permanent homes. 

All volunteers must 
complete a six-hour initial 
training session and consent 
to a criminal record and cen¬ 
tral registry check. A recom¬ 
mendation is then made to 
the chief judge of the District 
Court or Family Court for 
appointment.

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Flu level raised to widespread in Kentucky 


Kentucky Department 
for Public Health (DPH) of¬ 
ficials reported to the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) this week 
that the influenza (flu) ac¬ 
tivity level in the state has 
increased from regional to 
widespread. Widespread ac¬ 
tivity is the highest level of 
flu activity, which indicates 
increased flu-like activity or 
flu outbreaks in at least half 
of the regions in the state. 
The activity levels for states 
are tracked weekly as part of 
the CDC’s national flu sur¬ 
veillance system. 

The flu season can begin 
as early as October and last 
through May, and usually 
peaks between January and 
March. The holiday season is 
still a good time to get vacci¬ 
nated against the flu because 
it takes about two weeks for 
immunity to develop and 
offer protection against flu. 
However, vaccination can be 
given any time during the flu 
season, and this year there is 
a plentiful vaccine supply. 

The best way to protect 
against the flu is to receive a 
flu vaccination. The CDC’s 
Advisory Committee on Im¬ 
munization Practices rec¬ 
ommends flu vaccine for all 
individuals 6 months of age 
and older. People who are 
especially encouraged to re¬ 
ceive the flu vaccine, because 
they may be at higher risk for 
complications or negative 
consequences, include: 

• Children age 6 months 
to 19 years; 

Pregnant women; People 
50 years old or older; Peo¬ 
ple of any age with chronic 


health problems; People 
who live in nursing homes 
and other long-term care fa¬ 
cilities; Health care workers; 
Caregivers of or people who 
live with a person at high 
risk for complications from 
the flu; and Out-of-home 
caregivers of or people who 
live with children less than 6 
months old. 

Kentuckians should re¬ 
ceive a new flu vaccination 
each season for optimal pro¬ 
tection. Influenza strains cur¬ 
rently circulating most wide¬ 
ly in Kentucky appear to be 
covered by this season’s vac¬ 
cine, according to officials. 
Healthy, non-pregnant people 
age 2-49 years can be vacci¬ 
nated with either the flu shot 
or the nasal vaccine spray. 
An intradermal influenza 
vaccination, which was new 
last season, uses a smaller 
needle and can be given to 
adults 18 through 64 years of 
age. Children younger than 9 
years old who did not receive 
a flu vaccination during the 
last flu season should receive 
a second dose four or more 
weeks after their first vacci¬ 
nation. 

Infection with the flu 
virus can cause fever, head¬ 
ache, cough, sore throat, run¬ 
ny nose, sneezing and body 
aches. Flu is a very conta-

gious disease caused by the 
flu virus, which spreads from 
person to person. 

Approximately 23,000 
deaths due to seasonal flu 
and its complications occur 
on average each year in the 
U.S., according to recently 
updated estimates from the 
CDC. However, actual num¬ 
bers of deaths vary from year 
to year. For more informa¬ 
tion on influenza or the avail¬ 
ability of flu vaccine, please 
contact your local health 
department or visit http:// 
healthalerts .ky. gov. 

In addition to flu vaccine, 
DPH strongly encourages all 
adults 65 or older and oth¬ 
ers in high risk groups to ask 
their health care provider 
about the pneumococcal vac¬ 
cine. This vaccine can help 
prevent a type of pneumonia, 
one of the flu’s most serious 
and potentially deadly com¬ 
plications. 

“The pneumococcal vac¬ 
cine is extremely safe, effec¬ 
tive, can be taken at any time 
of year and is currently avail¬ 
able in an adequate supply,” 
Mayfield said. 

Caused by bacteria, 
pneumococcal disease can 
result in serious pneumonia, 
meningitis or blood infec¬ 
tions. According to the CDC, 
pneumococcal disease kills 
more people in the U.S. each 
year than all other vaccine- 
preventable diseases com¬ 
bined. Between 20,000 and 
40,000 deaths are attributed 
to flu and pneumonia nation¬ 
ally each year, with more 
than 90 percent of those 
deaths occurring in people 
age 65 and older.

As winter weather enters 
the region and brings falling 
temperatures, snow and ice to 
Kentucky’s roadways, Ken¬ 
tucky Farm Bureau (KFB) In¬ 
surance Companies urges all 
drivers to exercise extreme cau¬ 
tion on their regular commutes. 
Slushy accumulations and icy 
patches may make roadways 
difficult to navigate, reduce 
tire traction, increase required 
braking distances and, at times, 
may limit driver visibility. Mo¬ 
torists must take extra caution 
when headed out under these 
conditions. 

“Everyone hopes they 
won’t be the person sliding off 
the road or crashing into another 
vehicle when a snowstorm hits, 
but ice and snow on the streets 
can be just as hazardous to an 
experienced driver as they are 
to an inexperienced one,” said 
KFB Insurance Vice President 
of Claims, Greg Youngblood. 
“Staying off the roads until the 
conditions are clear and dry is 
really the best way to avoid be¬ 
ing in a wintertime collision.” 

While not everyone is able 
to completely avoid driving 
whenever it snows, all driv¬ 
ers can make a few advance 
preparations to help increase 
the chances for a safe journey. 
Vehicle upkeep and modified 
driving behaviors are essential 
in the winter as road and ve¬ 
hicle conditions are often quite 
different during this season 
than at other times of the year. 

In addition to scheduling 
the regular maintenance that 
keeps a vehicle running at the 
highest level year-round, KFB 
advises all drivers to make extra 
preparations for cold-weather 
driving or commuting during 
snowfall. Kentucky drivers can 
optimize their vehicle’s perfor¬ 
mance for snow, ice and freez¬ 
ing temperatures by checking: 

Tire treads - Special treads 
on snow tires provide optimal 
grip on icy roads, but at a mini¬ 
mum regular tires should be 
inspected to insure that an ap¬ 
propriate amount of tread is 
available on each wheel. 


Air pressure - Measure 
the air pressure of each tire 
to make sure it is filled to the 
manufacturer’s suggested PSI 
(pounds per square inch). The 
PSI is listed in the owner’s 
manual as well as on a label 
found on the inside of the 
driver’s door. 

Fluid levels - The salt and 
sand on the road that comes 
with winter weather removal 
often ends up on windshields, 
making it is essential to have a 
full tank of no-freeze washer 
fluid. Additional checks on 
the engine’s coolant system 
should also be made to spot 
leaks and make sure enough 
coolant is in the reservoir to 
withstand the colder winter 
temperatures. 

Windshield wipers - Vi¬ 
sion on the roadways is imper¬ 
ative but not always possible 
if a vehicle’s windshield wip¬ 
ers are worn. Replace wipers 
before the snow and ice hits. 

Battery - It takes more 
power to start a vehicle in cold 
weather than in warmer condi¬ 
tions, and battery power drops 
as temperatures get colder. 
Have a mechanic check the 
charge on the vehicle’s battery 
and keep jumper cables handy 
for those extra cold mornings. 

Gas tank - Fuel line freeze 
up is a wintertime headache in 
many driveways. Keep a ve¬ 
hicle’s tank at least two-thirds 
full during the winter to help 
keep air and condensation 
from freezing and preventing 
gas flow to the engine. 

Headlights, mirrors and 
windows - Drivers should 
always remove ice and snow 
from all mirrors, windows 
and head and tail lights before 
pulling onto the road. The im¬ 
portance of being able to see 
and be seen on the road cannot 
be overemphasized. NEVER 
pour water on windows as this 
may cause the glass to shatter. 

Of course, vehicle prep¬ 
aration is only part of the 
journey in winter conditions. 
Motorists must also make ad¬ 
justments to their own driving 


habits and be keenly aware 
of the conditions and traffic 
around them. If driving is nec¬ 
essary, motorists can help pre¬ 
vent crashes on snowy or icy 
roads if they: 

Check road conditions - 
Depending on the severity of 
the storm, some roads may be 
closed, blocked or extremely 
backed up. Plan the best route 
to travel before leaving home. 

Allow extra travel time 
- When wintry weather covers 
Kentucky roads, everyone’s 
commute time slows down. 
Drivers should take the time 
to completely uncover their 
vehicle, leave early whenever 
possible and allow plenty of 
time to arrive at their destina¬ 
tion. 

Accelerate and decelerate 
slowly - Vehicles can better 
grip the road and avoid slip¬ 
ping if both the gas pedal and 
brake are applied slowly. A ve¬ 
hicle will not get moving - or 
slow down - quickly in the 
snow and ice. 

Leave more space be¬ 
tween vehicles - Coming to 
a complete stop in the snow 
may require up to four times 
as much room as it would in 
dry conditions. Avoid crashes 
by allowing more space on the 
road. 

Practice driving in the 
snow - When it does snow, 
locate an empty section of a 
parking lot and become famil¬ 
iarized with the way vehicles 
handle in the snow. This is es¬ 
pecially helpful for inexperi¬ 
enced drivers learning how to 
drive in wintry conditions for 
the first time. 

Above all, KFB Insurance 
Companies wants drivers to 
protect themselves and their 
passengers. 

“We want everyone to 
stay safe as the snow and ice 
return to the region,” said 
Youngblood. “Patience is 
the key to safely navigating 
wintry roads, but every bit of 
preparation and awareness a 
driver can add to the journey 
definitely helps.”
